Dangerous 
Rays Are 
Plentiful 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The in- 


tensity of potentially dangerous 
gamma rays in interplanetary 
space probably is as much as 10 
times higher than had been an- 
ticipated, the National Aeronaut- 
ics and Space Administration said 
today. 


The agency based its new es- 


timate on analysis of data from 
instruments aboard the Ranger 
HI lunar spacecraft launched last 
Jan. 26. 


NASA said 
the gamma 
ray 


measurements were scientifically 
important but of no significance 
for current manned spacecraft, 
and there is no indication of a 
need for greater radiation protec- 
tion aboard U.S. spacecraft. 


Later this week, possibly Tues- 


day, Ranger V will be launched 
in an attempt to take television 
pictures of the moon and land an 
Instrument package on the moons 
surface. 


Ranger IV, launched April 23, 


hit the 
moon after 
a 64-hour 


flight. Ranger III, designed to 
land an instrument capsule on ffiel 
moon and to take television pic- 
tures of the approach to the moon 
missed its lunar target and went 
into orbit around the sun instead. 


Gamma rays,, a form of electro- 


magnetic radiation, are similar to 
X-ray's but of shorter wave length. 
They are emitted by certain ra- 
dioactive elements. They also are 
produce'd artificially in nuclear re- 
actors and atomic explosions.
